What Do the Teachers’ Workshops Offer?
The five-day Teachers” Workshop is designed to:

® Provide educators with an understanding of the capital-raising process and
the NYSE trading platforms.

® |ncrease teachers’ ability to include the financial markets across curriculum
disciplines.

® Provide support materials and skills for classroom instruction.

Two Graduate Programs will also be offered for educators who have
previously completed the full Teachers” Workshop:

® The SEC Graduate Program is designed to enhance understanding of the securities
markets.

® The NYSE Euronext Graduate Program will increase teachers” understanding of
complex market activities.

Speakers are drawn from NYSE Euronext and SEC staff and include lecture/
discussion sessions, hands-on activities and field trips.

Where are the Programs?

The Teachers” Workshop and the NYSE Euronext Graduate
Program are held at the New York Stock Exchange in the heart
of New York City’s financial district.

The SEC Graduate Program is held primarily at SEC
Headquarters with visits to other federal agencies in
Washington, DC.

How Much Does It Cost?

The Teachers” Workshop has a $150 administrative fee
covering workshop materials and daily continental breakfast
and luncheon buffet.

There is no administrative fee for either the SEC Graduate
Program in Washington, DC, or the NYSE Euronext Graduate
Program in NY.

Transportation, hotel and dinner expenses for out-of-

town teachers are generally funded within their local
communities. Discount rates are provided to participants at a
nearby hotel.

Is Financial Aid Available?

Yes, NYSE Euronext provides a limited number of Teachers’
Workshop Fellowships to high performing teachers to

defray their travel expense to attend one of the three
introductory Teachers” Workshop Programs or the NYSE
Euronext Graduate Program. Fellowships are not available
for the SEC Graduate Program. More details and application
requirements are available on the next page of this brochure.

When Are The Programs?

In 2013, The Teachers” Workshops will be held in New York
City:

® June 24 - June 28

= July8-12

= July 15-19

The SEC Graduate Program will be held in Washington, DC:
= July 23-26

The NYSE Euronext Graduate Program will be held in New
York City:

= July 30- August 2
Class size is limited to 40 participants.

A confirmation letter
will be sent to you about a month before your program
begins.

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Teachers Workshop Fellowship Program

NYSE Euronext is pleased to offer competitive fellowships to deserving
educators that will enable them to attend the NYSE Euronext Teachers’
Workshop or Graduate Program in New York City. The fellowships will defray
travel expense so that high-performing teachers can attend this professional
development workshop.

The Fellowship Program is intended to reach teachers in underserved
communities, with a preference given to applicants who teach at Title | or
other under-resourced schools.

The Teachers” Workshop is designed to help educators teach students about the
financial marketplace and its importance in their lives and the global economy.
The five-day Teachers” Workshop will provide educators with an understanding
of the capital-raising process and the NYSE trading platforms. The 4-day
Graduate Program will increase teacher understanding of complex market
activities. The Teachers” Workshops will increase teachers’ ability to include the
financial markets across curriculum disciplines and include support materials
for classroom instruction.

Fellowship amount

Fellowships will cover the travel costs to attend the Teachers” Workshop. The
following expenses will be paid directly by NYSE Euronext for teachers who are
awarded a fellowship:

® |ntercity travel costs (airfare or train) between your hometown and New York City.
= Hotel (room and tax only) for up to 5 nights during scheduled Teachers Workshop weeks.
m Teachers Workshop Registration Fee ($150).

Additionally, fellowship recipients will be awarded a cash stipend of
$200 - $300 ($50/per day) for dinner allowance and local travel expense.
(Note: NYSE provides breakfast and lunch each day of the Teachers’ Workshop.]

The number of fellowships awarded will be limited by the total amount of
funding available.

Eligibility
Applicants must:

® Be a public or private school teacher of grades 6-12 in the United States at the time the
fellowship is approved;

® Have responsibility to teach business, economics or the financial markets in their
curriculum;

® Have a minimum of 3 years teaching experience as of June 30, 2013;

Spend at least 50 percent of their time in the classroom.
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Restrictions

Fellowships can support only teachers attending either the introductory 5-day
Teachers” Workshop Program or the 4-day NYSE Euronext Graduate Workshop.
Fellowships are not available for the SEC Graduate Program. Fellowship funds
are not available to pay indirect costs, fees or salaries, or to support travel

expenses for more than one person.

Application deadline
Applications must be postmarked by Friday, May 3, 2013. Individuals may submit

only one application and may be awarded only one lifetime fellowship to attend
each of the 5-day Teachers” Workshop and 4-day Graduate Workshop.

Application Review and Notification

NYSE Euronext will convene a Fellowship Committee to evaluate applications

and make awards. Strong preference will be given to teachers employed at Title |
schools. All applications will be considered on their merits and the decision of the
Fellowship Committee will be final.

All applicants will be notified of the results of the Fellowship Committee by
Friday, May 31, 2013.

Obligations

Teachers who are awarded fellowships must make their travel arrangements
through the NYSE Euronext Travel Office (details and contact information will

be provided when awards are made). A check for the stipend will be issued to
fellowship awardees in June 2013. Fellowship recipients are obliged to attend

all sessions of the Teachers” Workshop. Recipients who are unable to attend the
Teachers” Workshop must return all granted funds to NYSE Euronext. Fellowship
recipients must submit a post-workshop report to NYSE Euronext by December
31, 2013, describing how the information and experience acquired at the
Teachers” Workshop have influenced their classroom teaching.
